duced either at a special session 
of the legislature, called by Gov. 
R. S. Sterling, or at the next 
regular 
session. 


In explanation of what he call- 


ed "production according to con- 
sumption," 
or 
market 
demand, 


Roeser said that 
under 
such a 


plan 
the 
railroad 
commission 


would be authorized by law to al- 
locate all production of each field 
to the. demand. 


The 
commission 
would 
obtain 


from each refiner, he said, the 
amount of oil he desired from 
each field. The total production of 
the state then would be decided 
according to that 
figure. If a 
Urge refiner could not obtain suf- 
ficient 
oil 
from one 
field, 
he 


•would be forced to buy from an- 
other. 


"Nobody-could object to such'an 


arrangement," Roeser 
said, "and 


it-would be the means of salva- 
tion of the great natural resource 
of East Texas as well as all 
other fields of the state."

eneral rule teachers are idealists, 


and are not practical or business ' 
people, and when the time comes 
for their retirement, most of them 
are In a precarious position, and 
have not put away enough money 
to live on," Mr. Norwood declared. 


He pointed out that 27 state* 


have enacted 
teacher retirement 


laws, which enables them to give , 
a percentage of their salaries, and 
which when 
matched 
by 
that 


amount from the district or state, 
and put out at interest, will care 
Tor the teachers In old age. This 
method, 
Mr. Norwood declared, 


will not unduly tax anyone, ami 
will amply care for teachers In 
their declining years. 


Must I'ian for Old Age. 


The speaker suggested that the 


T. S. T. A., be asked to set up 
a plan whereby teacher retirement 
can be effected. He then stated 
:hat if that organization cannot 
work out a plan of group insur- 
ance, the teachers themselves must 
TO out as individuals and invest 
in insurance to cover that need. 


will enact a teacher retirement 
law. 


Mr. Whitley wag introduced by 


Mr. Brumbelow. 


The speaker announced his sub- 


ject as "Does It Really Pay to 
Educate Children?" In answer to 
his question, Mr. Whitley 
cited 


five phases of education, and said 
that If all are followed in educat- 
ing children, education pays. 


The speaker said that educa- 


tion has mounted in cost, in re- 
cent years, as lias tho cost pf 
governmental operation, and om- 
er businesses. Mr. Whltlcy said 
that the world war draft reveal- 
ed the incapabilities of the Amer- 
ican youth 
both physically and 


mentally, and that at thb close 
of the war and up to the present 
time, 
school 
enrollments 
have 


been 
increasing, thereby 
raising 


tho cost, of education. 


•Should Be Universal. 


Tho speaker's 
first 
provision 


was: "That if education is uni- 
versal, 
it pays to educate, our 


children.' He said that if it is 
necessary 
to educate 
only -the 


classes, and leaders, then educa- 
tion is worthless to the masses, 
but on the other hand, if 
the 


masses 
should be 
educated, 
it 


paya to educate our children. 


If 
education is practical, 
Mr. 


Whitley went on, it 
is worth- 


while to educate our children, but 
if high school and college gradu- 
ates are not taught to do practi- 
cal things in business and social 
life, education is a failure. His 
third provision was that if edu- 
cation is aesthetic, It is worth- 
while. Mr. Whitley declared that 
many people have to go abroad 
to view beauty, 
and 
are 
not 


taught that beauty abounds about 
them, and are not capable of ob- 
serving and profiting by native 
beauty In their own localities.. 


"If schools give more time and 


attention 
to teachin" things to 


make people happy, education will 
bo worthwhile," Mr. Whitley con- 
tinued. He pointed out that in the 
present day, home ties are inter- 
rupted by the press of time, 'and 


that in the future, children will 
have no fond memories of their 
childhood 
and 
home 
life. The 


speaker 
said: "I believe schools 


should 
train boya and girls in 


being happy, and in making the 
most of what they have at band." 


Should Bo Moral. 


"If education is 
moral," 
Mr. 
Whitley went on, 
"we 
should 


teach our children." He emphati- 
cally declared that religion should 
not be taught In 
schools, 
but 
morals should be taught, so as to 
develop children that will be cap- 
able of feeling the responsibilties 
in their later Ives. 


"It Is the prevalent Idea," he 


stated, 
"that success 
Is. merely 
getting by, which results in peo- 
ple filling the penitentiaries, but 
real success comes only from the 
practice of honesty." In this con- 
nection the college president said' 
economy should be practiced in 
schools, and a study 
should be 


devoted to working out a cost 
accounting system, to snow the 
people where their money has been 
spent, and to show them the re- 
turns they get from its expend- 
iture. In closing Mr. Whitley said: 
"If these five points are not in- 
culcated in education it is a fail- 
ure, but it is a success if it can 
successfullv pass this test."

"I am not sure that I want this 


depression to end yet; for it has 
not done its work." So spoke one 
thoughtful 
man 
to 
another 
as 


they talked over the present try- 
ing times. 
Asked to amplify, the 


speaker continued: "I cannot see 
that, up until now, this collapse 
of things has gone much deeper 
than peoples' purses. 
Their fun- 
damental ideas apparently have 
not been altered. There seems no 
wide-spread 
appreciation 
of 
the 
great lessons of the crisis, spirit- 
ual, political and economic; and 
no resolute purpose to change 
things. 
Even in the midst of 


these tragic times, people seem 
to be superficial in their thinking. 
The loudest outcry that has been 
heard on this continent 
in all 


these three years of change and 
suffering 
was 
the 
clamor 
for 


booze at the political conventions 
—and that while more than ten 
million workers were unemployed, 
and a still larger 
number 
were 


suffering real hardship. 


"No; until these times havr turn- 


ed the public's thought into the 
deep channels of religious experi- 
ence; of a new sense of human 
rights; and of a real regard for 
law-observance, the depression will 
not have fulfilled its .nission." ' 
Getting Down to First Principles. 


That^speaker would not be pop- 


ular at a mass meeting of the un- 
employed; or at a convention of 
business men. 
Yet there is pro- 


found truth underlying the drift 
of his thought. 
Individualism, in 


an era of jazzed-up self-indulgence, 
has gone to such lengths that it is 
hard to turn people's minds back 
to the basic principles which un- 
derlie life. 


First of these is that social sta- 


bility depends upon loyal* 
to the 


laws which society itself has en- 
acted. 
It is commonplace to say 


that this is a lawless 
age. In- 


nate respect for law is a quality 
generally lacking in the United 
States, though it is found more 
widely prevailing in Canada, and 
still more so in Great 
Britain. 


Perhaps a contributary cause is 
the existence of too many laws, 
many 
of 
them 
touching 
upon 


fields which .properly belong with- 
in the realm of individual good 
sense and self-respect. 
Whatever 


the reason, lawlessness has invaded 
all the relationships of life, be- 
sides 
creating 
an 
underworld 


which is definitely committed to 
law-breaking. 


Whole books, in «reat number, 


have been 
written 
upon 
this 


theme. 
But our present interest 


is the relation of the subject to 
religion. 
Millions are this week 


studying 
it 
under 
the 
Lesson 


topic, "The 
Christian and 
Law 


Observance." 
Thi- 
would seem 


to imply that the disciple of Je- 
'sus has some special obligation in 
the matter. 
And he has. 


Crossing: The Frontier. 


Once, when crossing the Cana- 


dian 
frontier, I 
encountered a 


grouchy customs officer. He dis- 
agreeably ordered all bass out of 
the car, and opened. At the top 
of the first bag which he started 
to 
examine he saw 
my Bible. 


"That'll 
do; they're 
all 
right," 


he said, sweeping his hand over 
the pile of baggage. Unconscious- 
ly he was paying a tribute to faith. 
He knew that a man who carried 
a 
Bible 
in his grip does 
not 


smuggle booze or drugs. 


That assumption is common to 
the, world. Churches do not break 
laws; they help maintain them. 
In the rough days of the West, all 
sorts of people welcomed the mis- 
sion church as a symbol of de- 
cency and stability. 
And it was 


the churches that destroyed the 
wild 
lawlessness of those 
early 


days. 
Christians stand for order 


and for law and for human wel- 
fare. 
They are more potent in 


community life than the police or 
the military. 


Living Up To Their Code. 


Many, or most new and revolu- 


tionary 
movements 
find 
them- 


selves at odds with existing 
laws. 


From 
the first,—and 
the world 


is prone 
to 
overlook - this—the 


Christian church has been made 
up of law-abiding citizens. Jesus 
Himself 
taught, 
"Render 
unto 


Caesar the things that are Cae- 
sar's." He paid even unjust taxes. 
When there were attempts to mob 
Him, 
He never opposed violence 


with violence. In the Garden, on 
the last night of His earthly life. 
He would not let his followers re- 
sist His arrest. He did not .even 
flee from the law. 


Most adventurous of 
His 
first 


disciples was Paul, whose tumultu- 
ous career landed him often in the 
hands of the law. 
But it was al- 


way a 
an 
ecape 
from 
lawless 


mobs. Paul practiced his code of 
good citizenship. 
Over an * over 


he wrote this principle into his let- 
ters, words form a large • irt of 
our Lesson text:—"Let every soul 
be- in subjection to the hig'-.er 
powers . . . ar>d the powers that 
be are ordained*f 
"id. , . . Ren- 


der to all their dues, tribute to 
whom tribute is due; custom to 
whom custom: fear to whom fear; 
honor to whc ft honor." 


Lusty Petei, 
who impulsively 


drew a sword in defense of his 
Master In the Garden, wrote in 
his maturer years, when he had 
become one of the leaders and 
teachers of the infant Church, '"Be 
subject to every ordinance of man 
for the Lord's sake . . .Honor all 
men. Love the brotherhood. Fear 
God, 
Honor the King." 
In a Lawless Era. 


This study leads straight to the 


church as a factor in bringing: 
back our lawless era to sober- 
minded respect for law. Many men 
of public mind, not 
themselves 


churchmen, are sayinsr nowadays 
that the greatest single agency for 
social stability is the Church. They 
want to see the inhibitious and 
inspirations of religion brought to 
bear upon present conditions.

tial annoyances than men 
have succeeded in throwing 
about the issuing of pass- 
ports and the conduct of 
consular business. 


Apparently the modern 


•woman has some qualities 
that command the respect 
and attention of her chiefs 
for each day brings news of 
more conquests for her. She 
is gaining prominence not 
only in public affairs but in 
the professions, business and 
industry. Ol late there have 
been several instances where 
large corporations have rec- 
ognized her worth by plac- 
ing her in positions of great 
responsibility. 


Perhaps it is because the 


minor details assume an im- 
portance in her mind that 
wholly escape the male ex- 
ecutive 
that 
government 


and business are finding a 
place for the trained wom- 
an. 
Collectively,

prove of considerable mo- 
ment. If there is this dif- 
ference between the man 
and woman worker, then 
they made a perfect combi- 
nation.

Under the humanitarian 


urge state legislatures sev- 
eral years ago tried to beat 
the economic laws by enact- 
ing laws 
fixing minimum 


wages for women. The eco- 
nomic laws won. 


After 18 years' experience 


only eight of the 14 state 
that attempted to fix wages 
for 
women by law have 


such laws still in force. In 
none of the 14 were the 
laws effective. 


Arkansas, 
Arizona and 


the 
District 
of Columbia 


found their statutes uncon- 
stitutional. Texas and Neb- 
raska repealed theirs. Col- 
orado enacted a law but 
never provided machinery 
for enforcing it.

In principle the idea is 


good. In practice it is quix- 
otic.' 
Experience has prov- 


ed that the worker ignores 
such man-made laws for 
economic reform, and that 
the laws of labor supply 
and demand keep right on 
operating as though they 
never existed. 


Laws of this nature are 


impractical. Where an ar- 
bitrary fixed 
standard is 


declared in the law, there 
is no flexibility to meet cost 
of living or social conditions. 
Where there is a body em- 
powered to adjust wages to

OKLAHOMA MINISTER FOUND 


GUILTY OF POISONING WIFE 


AND GIVEN LIFE SENTENCE 


MUSKOGEE, Okla., Oct. 26 — 


(fP)—The Rev. Stephen Althea Ber- 
rle today faced life imprisonment 
for the poison death of his first 
wife 


Convicted of murder by a jury 


of his peers late yesterday, the 52- 
year-old hymn writer looked down 
at 
his 19-year-old 
bride of 
five 


months and smiled. 


She looked up, her cyjss brhn- 


ming with tears, and 
tried to 


smile back. 
She went with him 


as he was taken back to the jail 
cell he has occupied since early 
August. 


Berrie made no public comment. 


His attorneys said they would ask 
a new trial and probably ^would 
appeal if the request is denied. 


District Judge W. J. Crump an- 


nounced he would pronounce form- 
al sentence next Monday. 
After 


formal sentence, the pastor will 
be taken to state's prison at Mc- 
Alester, pending outcome of a pos- 
sible appeal. 
, Jess Doyle, 
former 
constable, 


who was foreman of the jury, said 
the jurors agreed upon Berrie's 
guilt on the first ballot and argued 
whether to assess death in the 
electric chair or life imprisonment 
during the remainder of the delib- 
erations, which' lacked but 15 min- 
uted of consuming 24 hours. 


The conviction was based upon 


circumstantial evidence that Ber- 
rie poisoned his 50-year-old wife, 
Mrs. Fannie Berrie, last March, 
in order to pursue his romance 
with 19-year-old Ida Bess Bright, 
whom he marric.1 Alay 17. 


Mrs. Fannie Berrie died in con- 


vulsions March 21 after taking a 
sedative capsule at a church ser- 
vice. 
The state alleged Berrie,

He told a group of them yester- 


day he felt the reception he has 
received in various parts of the 
nation means that "the people of 
the country want to have a pro- 
gressive government in Washing- 
ton for the next four years and as 
a result on next March 4, the 
democratic party will replace the 
present republican leadership."

in less than a week has visited

DALLAS, Oct. 26.—(fl3)—Heart- 


ing by the interstate commerce 
commission on an application of 
the Burlington-Rock Island 
rail- 


roads for a readjustment of freight 
rates 
on 
uncompressed 
cotton 


from interior markets 
to 
Gulf 


ports ended today after a two- 
weeks' session. 


The case will be studied further 


by the I. C. C. and an opinion 
handed down later at Washington. 
There remains an investigation of 
the merit of the application, as 
it concerns Intrastate traffic, to 
be made by the Texas railroad 
commission No date has been set 
yet for that hearing. 


The hearing has been the most 


important subject in cotton cir- 
cles of the state Unce its incep- 
tion. It involved all interests from 
the farmer who grows the staple 
through to the exporter at the 
Gulf of Mexico. In support of the 
application of the Fort Worth and 
Denver City, Burlington-Rock Is-

The applicants have sought to
